a Toiiibxtone For Her Son Gave Al 
Her Money to the War Fan a—A 
Servant Girl's Denial to Help—Chi- 
nese and Korean Residents Etmn.1- 
ly Eager to Aid—Japan's Financln 
IleMoarces. 


The newspapers show the people's 


enthusiasm rising to the highest water 
mark, with every demonstration of 
patriotism, says a Japanese corre 
spondont of the New Tork Globe writ 
ing from Tokyo under a recent date 
The money for the new fund and vra 
cbarity is flowing in. It has reached 
to a tremendous amount already. There 
is an old lady who saved money to 
build a tombstone for her son by mend 
iiig clothes for her neighbors, and gave 
it all to the government. A boy of ap- 
parently wealthy family gave- up his 
jinrikisha ride to school to walk tbree 
miles every morning, and contributed 
the rickshaw money for one year. Many 
papers print the letters of children 
which come with their contributions. 
Let me show you some of them: Master 
Yeikichi of Nagoya gave 25 yens (a 
yen equals 50 cents), and wrote as fol- 
lows: 
' 


"This Is the amount I saved in the 


last five years, now 10 cents from my 
father for doing an errand, and then 
20 cents from my grandmother for rub- 
bing her tired legs at night. I put the 
money in my bank and the bank put 
some interest on it I am a grammar 
school boy. aged fourteen. 
I heard 


often from my teacher that many boys 
and girls helped our great soldiers by 
giving money during the China-Japan 
war. I believe this is the time when 
we must empty our pockets for our 
country's sake. I told about that to 
my father, who was awfully glad to 
hear, it, and added 5 yens to mine. I 
am a small boy, and cannot go to light 
So, my dear officer of the treasury de- 
partment, buy the biggest bullet pos- 
sible with this money, which will kill 
ten Russians at once." . 


The following was from 
Sueichi 


Hatoba: 


"Last spring my mother gave me 


3 yens when I joined a party to go 
to sec the Cherry Blossoms, and I did 
not spend "tliem all, saving 2 yens out 
of them. And 1 saved 
IVi yens at 


last Bon (Feast of All Souls), and 
also 3 yens which uiy .uncle from 
tbe country gave me when he came to 
the city and 1 took him around. Now 1 
contribute all of them for our beloved 
soldiers. Last night my mother said 
tbat tbcy must have been suffering at 
the front. I sympathize with them. If 
only I coulu go with them to fight tlie 
Russians!"

a month contributed 15 yens. A girl 
pave up her long expected uew dress 
for a contribution to tlic fund.

We spent 2,200.000 
yens a month for one division in the 
China-Japan war. but our expert as- 
sures us that 2.000,000 yens will be 
sufficient now. as we have gained a 
great experience. 
Suppose we send

race of the samurai and has won a 
place in the front rank of intrepid na- 
val commanders of the world. 


Born 011 Oct. 14, 1857, young Togo 


was educated at the Japanese war col- 
lege and at the Incorporated Thames 
Nautical Training college on board 
the British training ship ' Worcester. 
He also studied at the naval * col- 
lege at Greenwich and made a voy- 
age in a British man-of-war. During 
his studies in England he showed great

option bill at the last moment 
This 


bill is on the calendar of the House of 
Representatives for tomorrow 
after- 


noon, and there seems to be little 


i question that it will be passed decis- 


! ively and sent to the Senate. 


It is in the upper bcfay that the 


iquor interests expect to make their 
ast determined effort. Four years ago 
hey stopped the Clark local option 
measure th.ere, winning by one 
vote 


after defeat seemed certain. 


One of those interested in the mat- 


er, who recently returned from Wash 
ngton, today stated that the plan of 
action decided upon was the proposing 
of a constitutional amendment, confer-, 
•ing plenary power upon, cities, town- 
ships and counties to license and regu- 
ate the traffic. 


Such an amendment was offered to 


the General Assembly in 1882, but it 
was not adopted. By this plan, each 
:ommunity would be able to regulate 
the liquor traffic in, its own; way.

for America, and neither the vessel nor 
the girl had ever been heard from. He 
wrote hoping that I had information to 
impart. I went to York; to meet him 
and learned only what he had written. 
Mr. Dexter was a tradesman with 
some accumulation of property and wras 
ready to spend it all to prosecute the 
case. I saw little hope, but agreed ou 
my return to America to stop at New- 
foundland. 


Having finished my business-in Eng- 


land, I took a steamer for Nova Scotia 
and on arriving there went to a point 
on the coast a hundred miles south, as 
nearest to the reckoning laid down ia 
the log of the Martha Conner. Pro- 
ceeding along the coast, I made con- 
stant inquiries for Ellen Dexter. I did 
not find any one who had even heard 
of her by name, but I did find a village 
where the people reported that the flay 
after the date entered on the log of 
the Martha Conner a young woman 
came ashore in a boat. She was crazeii 
with the trouble through which she 
had passed and had been sent to a 
public asylum for the insane. 


I -went to the insane asylum and 


found a young woman who could re- 
member nothing of her past She was, 
however, well except in this respect 
I called her Ellen Dexter, and her face 
lighted up. I had succeeded. 


I wrote Mr. Dexter, who came for 


her and took her home. She finally re- 
covered her memory and told the fol- 
lowing story, or all of it that came 
back to her impaired memory: 


The captaifi was weak; the first mate 


a fiend, lie made the crew beiieve 
that they irere badly treated and Ie5 
them into mutiny. 
They killed the 


cnptain and put the first mate in his 
place. "What to do with EUen Dexter, 
the only woman aboard, was a puzzle. 
They confined cor ia the clsarJroons, 
and she expocletl to be pwt out of their 
•way «ty mimfcr. The ir.en soon realized 
that they ha<l plneed tlieir nrcks in a 
halter. Meeting 1toe schooner IVncain.

The following from 
the 
Weekly 


Freeman irabhshed at Dublin, Ireland, 
gives the Irish view of agriculture as 
vvcll as its comments on the actions 
of Irish emigrants who forsake agri- 
culture for city pursuits: 


"When you want a man to take an 


intelligent interest and pleasure in 
his occupation it is necessary to ]jrove 
to him that its practice has many ad- 
vantages, and that it is an honorable 
and useful pursuit This is especially 
needful where the pursuit or calling 
is not a very money-making one. And 
in this connection it may be re- 
marked that there have been million- 
r,irps who thoroughly despised money 
—George Francis Train, 'for example: 
Now, agriculture is not 'a pursuit b~y 
which much money can be made. But 
it is the most necessary of all callings 
for the, well-beins: of a nation. It Is 
the healthiest of all pursuits. All the 
Vrofits made by it are honest rjrofits. 
It is a calling that conduces towards 
morality. It is not pursued 
in the 


midst of smoke and dirt, as are the 
manufacturers of Manchester, Birm- 
5:i?ham. Sheffield, and . other manu- 
facturing towns, nor in the bowels cf 
ihe earth as are the workings of coal 
and iron mines. Tt does not call for 
unwholesome- 
crowding as in the 


slums of large cities, but supplies in 
its exercise pure air and sunshine. It 
brings man 
continually 
in contact 


with nature and lier operations, and 
furnishes opertunities for her 
study. 


For these reasons we affirm that agri- 
culture is an honorable 
and noble 


pursuit. The ancient Romans consid- 
ered it such. But it is therefore re- 
jrrettable that Irish emigrant11 instead 
cf settling on the laml on arriving in 
New York abandon apiculture and 
plnnsre into the slums of that city to 
the destruction of body and soul."

business he took a course at an asri- 
cultural collese and started out by 
trying to persuade his patrons to in- 
vest in 'feed that would he good for 
their cows.'
